Income Tax 


Under the revenue act of 1D24, 
thousands of persons are required 
to file returns of income although 
the incomes are not taxable. 
The 
act provides that returns shall be 
filed by every single person whose 
net income for 19*24 was $1,000 or 
more or whose gross income was 
$5,000 or more, and by married 
couples living together, whose ag­ 
gregate net income was $2,500 "or 
more, or whose aggregate gross in­ 
come was $5,000 or more. The ex­ 
emptions are $1,000 for single per­ 
sons and $2,500 for married per­ 
sons living together, plus a $400 
credit for each dependent. 
A per­ 
son may have a gross income of 
$5,000 and, by reason of the de­ 
ductions for business expense, bad 
debts, losses, etc., a net income of 
less than $1,000. 
A single person 
may have an exemption of $2,500 
as the head of a family. 
Never­ 
theless, returns 
arc required in 
both instances. 
Heavy penalties are provided by 
the act for failure to file a return 
and pay at least one-fourth of the 
amount of tax due within the time 
prescribed, on or before March 15, 
1925.
